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The  purpose  of  this  Companion  Book  for  Round  About,  the  First  Reader  of 
The  Alice  and  Jerry  Books,  is  to  provide  easy  and  profitable  silent  reading  that 
the  child  can  do  by  himself. 

In  order  to  make  certain  that  the  child  will  grow  in  independence  and  will 
develop  the  ability  to  work  by  himself,  only  five  types  of  check  exercises  are  pro- 
vided, and  there  is  abundant  repetition  of  the  types  introduced.
